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This is a decision on the petition, filed October 25, 2004 (certificate of mailing date October 20, 
2004), requesting, in effect, withdrawal of the Notice of Omitted ltem(s) in a Nonprovisional 
Application (Notice), mailed September 16, 2004, insofar as it alleges that pages 74 and 75 of the 
specification appeared to have been omitted from the initial filing. The petition will be treated 
under 37 CFR 1.53(e). 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.53(e) is DISMISSED. Any further reconsideration must be 
submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time 
under 37 CFR 1. 136(a) are permitted. 

The application was filed on January 12, 2004. On September 16, 2004, the Office of Initial 
Patent Examination mailed a Notice informing petitioners, inter alia, that pages 74 and 75 of the 
specification appeared to have been omitted. 

Petitioners request that pages 74 
and 75 be accorded a filing date of January 1 2, 2004 on the basis that 75 pages of specification, 4 
pages of claim, and one page of Abstract, totaling 80 pages of application, were received in the 
Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) on January 12, 2004. It is noted that only 78 pages of 
application are present in the application file.
